and securities. On this latter pro- 
posal, the committee sentiment 
was described as being that any 
action taken should be handled as 
separate legislation rather

General Eisenhower has given similar "pep 


talks" to his vastly larger forces in recent 
days—not in person, but reaching through 
the, microphone the ears of millions of men, 
both military and civilian. The time has 
come when an army leader of a king or a 
president can address directly nearly half 
the world. 


The picture—along with thc sound of mod- 


ern implements of warfare—is no less im- 
pressive when attention is turned to the wea- 
pons themselves. The Allies arc now using 
not only "block-busters" but "city-busters," 
enormous capsules weighing eleven tons or 
more. In a moment they can efface a small 
city, leaving only a dreadful hole in the 
ground, sulphurous to smell and terrible to 
look at. With ilu-se weapons men simply 
vanish from the earth. 


We have become hardened to endurance 


of such things when visited upon thc enemy 
but we do not like lo think of what they do 
to our friends. And let us hope that we shall 
never get hardi-ned to such things. Painful 
as they arc, it is well !o suffer the pain, in 
order lo cren!c so powerful a protest against 
modern war that such horrors can never 
occur again.

CIVILIANS AT WAR 


The American civilian has lour funcHons in this 


war: 


To supply by (axes, purchases of bonds, contri- 


butions lo the Hed Cross and similar organizations, 
the revenue required to pay the costs of our war 
and much of the costs of our Allies' war through 
Lend-Lcase and similar devices; 


To manufacture the implements of war, to crow 


and raise food and fibres and other items needed in 
tlie war, and to mine the metals and minerals re- 
quired; 


To grow and raise, as well, food for thc Ameri- 


can civilian population and our Allies and liberated 
peoples, and lo manufacture as much goods and 
provide as many services for Ihc civilian popula- 
tions of this and the other-countries as can be af- 
forded. 


With regard to these three functions, there is 


no disagreement. All the agencies of government 
and public opinion are focusscd 
on emphasizing 


these responsibilities of the civilian. And anybody 
who criticizes the American people wilh regard to 
these categories is a dope and a liar, because no 
people on the lace of thc earlli have produced as 
much food, as many manufactured items and con- 
tributed as much monvy as the Americans. Wc 
have done thc job and we need apologize to no one; 


When it comes to pdint four, however, there 


are plenty of misunderstandings, largely because 
reason is supplanted by emotion, the 
truth by 


propaganda. Yet it is precisely point four that is 
most important. It is the essence of the civilian's 
duty in war lime. Let me state point four: 


It is the duty of Ihe civilian to protect Ihc sys- 


tem of government, the economic structure, and 
the rights of the whole American people, includ- 
ing those engaged in battle outside thc country 
during the process of the war.
